The stem struck the steamer with con- 
siderable violence. The impact was 
so severe that numbers of passengers 
who happened to be on the decks” of 
the Buhinyong at the tinf® were thrown 
down, and the big steamer shook, con- 
vulsively from stem to stern. The huge 
funnel went overboard and the main 
topmast carried away Everything on 
the tables was swept on to the floors 
by the shock, and passengers’ luggage 
which had been collected in readiness 
for landing, was thrown into heaps in 
various portions of the ship. Natur- 
ally, the greatest alarm prevailed 
among the passengers, and particu- 
larly among the ladies, of whom there 
was a large company on. board 

The Buninyong was struck right 
amidships the starboard side, the 
bows of the Criffel piercing the plates 
for a distance of some feet An enor 
mous ‘gap was rent in-her side, through
